Of the abjection and viciousness of 


the New York lowest classes. M. Simonin 
draws a picture calculated to cast a 
gloom on the mind, for in his opinion

"There is, perhaps, no place where 


pauperism and misery display them- 
selves in all their hideousness like New 
York. Ignorance is the principal canse 
of this sad condition of things in a coun- 
try -which numbers so many public 
schools free to all. How can ragged 
boys and girls attend them? A natural 
•enseof shame keeps them away. It 
lias been ascertained that of the whole 
number of criminals sentenced every 
year, one-third neither know how to 
write or read. Is this not one other il- 
lustration of the truth that to opening 
schools is the best way to empty pri&- 
ons? Immigration, which is a source of 
wealth for the United States, is at the 
name time au occasion of serious draw- 
backs. The greater iiuinber of the 
street children are born of foreign pa- 
rents. Hereditary transmission is like- 
•wise to be considered as one of the 
causes of pauperism. There arc- peo- 
ple who from father to son have been 
lazy-bones, vagabonds, tlneves, murder- 
ers. 
In a New York asylum four suc- 


cessive generations of prostitutes nnd 
drunkards have been traced in the bame 
family, and, at oue time, they were all 
almost confined iu it. Then, again, 
the density of the population, aggregat- 
ed on certain points beyond metibure, if. 
one of the reasons why a wretched pro- 
letariat afflicts laige cities. How is it 
possible to sleep, fourteen men or wo- 
men being crammed together, in n nar- 
row, damp, irightfnl sub-cellar? This 
is seen in New York, which, in some re- 
spects, exceeds in horror any other 
nty."

Bridges in the Himalaya. 


On the 12tti of August wo iniule the 


steep ascent to tho village of Numgen, 
ami from there to a very unpleasant jlmla 
which crosses the foaming torrent of the 
Sutlej. Iu this part of tho Himnlnyn, 
and, indeed, on to Ciihbmcic, these 
bridges are constructed of twigs chiefly 
from birch trees or but-kes, t^visted to- 
gether. Two thick ropes of three twigs, 
about the size of n man's thigh, or a 
little larger, are stretched nerost. the 
river, nt a distance of about six to four 
feet from each other, and « similar rope 
runs between them, three or Jour feet 
lower, being connected with the upper 
ropes by more slender ropes, also usually 
of "birch twigs twisted together, but s,oiue- 
t;mes of grass, and occurring at an in- 
terval of nbont five feet from each other.

He has also to 
stoop painfully in order to move along 
it; and it is seldom safe for him to res>t 
his feet on the lower rope, except where 
it is supported from the upper ropes liy 
the traverse ones. To fall into the rug- 
ing torrent underneath would be almost 
certain di&tructiou. 
The high wind 


which usually prevails iu the Himalaya 
during the day makes the whole struct- 
ure swing frightfully. 
In the middle of 


the bridge there is "ft cross-bar of -wood 
(to keep the two upper ropes separate) 
which has to be stepped over ; niid it is 
not customary to repair a jiivla until 
some one falls through it, nutl so gives 
practical demonstration ths t it is in a 
rather rotten state. One of these bridges 
—at Kokser, on tha Chandra Kiver, but 
now superseded by a wooden bridge—• 
may have accelerated the death of Lord 
Elgin on his way up to Dhtiramsala. 
When crossing over it his coat was 
caught pa the birch twigs, and hit pro-' 
gress being thus arrested, he was unable 
to go over it with that continuous, but 
not too rapid, motion which is the safest 
way of dealing with such a passage. To 
delay ou a bridge of this kind, swinging 
iu the \\iml, is trying to the strongest 
nerves ; and I know, on excellent n itljor- 
ity,

the executioner. He simply does his 
duty. I will ask to shake his hand, to 
show him that I forgive: him. 
I don't 


know him, but I should like to know 
what sort of a man he is. 
"Sept. 17.—I knew Heinflrech, the 


forme? executioner, very well. Hs was 
very polite and very generous. I re- 
member that'whoa iio guillotined La- 
jxHiimeraye, he addressed him as "Mon- 
sieur" several times. I also saw him 
guillotine Troppniftnn, .who resisted. 
He said to him, "Now, be quiet, like 
a good boy." 
But I don't know my 


executioner. What a terrible thiug it 
must be when he puta his hand on your 
shoulder! 
"Sept. 28.—It will soon be over, per- 


haps to-morrow. They have been very 
ikind to me. They have taken oft' my 
stoait-jacket to let me write. They lent 
me books. However, yesterday, when 
I asked for the Uernier Jour d'un Con- 
flamne, they refused it ma. 


"Oct. 9.—I should1 like to know.what 


the 
Figaro and Gaulois say about me. 


Thev must have ferretted out my exist- 
ence', as they always do. Who would 
liave said I should ever be in those pa- 
pers?" 


Le Figaro, from which the extracts 


are taken, adds: "Three days Inter the 
head of Aloreau fell into the basket." 


Education and Crime. 


Eev. Eleazer Smith, for twelve mid n 


Lull years Chaplain of tie State Prison 
at Concord, N. H., has recently pub- 
lished some facts concerning the 300 
convicts who have entered the insti- 
tution during that time. 
After stnting 


that about fifty of this number, or one 
in six, could not read when they came 
under his influence, he says: 


Of the 300, not one has been taken 


from the learned profession—not one 
lawyer, physician, or clergyman, known 
•ud recognized ns such by any of the as- 
sociated bodies of any of their profes- 
sions. There is one physician, but he 
is not of the regular school practice. 
There have been two persons who have 
pretended to preach, but belonged to no 
religious order,, and held to doctrins 
not gfc.ieially held by churches: not one 
editor, 
printer, 
or 
school-teaalier. 


Further, as to religious teaching, but one 
•was a member of any Christian churrli: 
and not one in ten hud regularly attended 
chnrcb. I have been so long connected 
with the prison, and its records and his- 
tory, that I can pretty conSclently affirm 
that from its opening, some sixty years, 
there bus not been it. 'ing the inmates 
one clergyman, iawyc.., physician, edi- 
tor, not one deacon, steward, church 
•warden, or class leader, not' onu sou of a 
clergyman; and I have been able to learn 
of but two person? who, i.t the time of 
the commission of the crime, were mem- 
bers of any chnrch.
